| The majority of the Egyptians have really 
| no political convictions at all ; as long as their 
land is improved by irrigation they are content 
to work and prosper ; but as a nation they are 
affected a hundred times more by words than 
by deeds, and they are extraordinarily snsegp- 
tible to flattery. The whole campaign may be 
considered one of self-glorification, for the 
newspapers are full of praise of the Egyptian, 
how fine he is, and how infinitely more fit to 
govern he is than are his present governors, 
instead of pointing out his weak points and 


| suggesting improvement. 


Why should the Egyptian be more capable 
of governing himself than the Turk ! 
The ‘argument is often urged 
speeches which the supporters of 
nationalism make are not worth noticing, 
because of the relative unimportance of the 
speakers ; this is, however, unfortunately, not 
true, for every.small utterance in their favour 
is quoted by the Nationalist Press, and its 
author glorified until the Fellah, who has no 
other soured of information, believes that the 
real public opinion of England is in favour of 
‘granting self-government to Egypt. Too much 
importance cannot be attached to the influence 
the Nationalist Press has in this country. Ac- 
cusations against English officials are hurled 
broadcast, and these steries, absurd as they 
often seem to English ears, are implicitly

| believed, because the Englishman is too proud 


and conscious of his own rectitude to deny 
them, 

Western education has accomplished much 
in Egypt, and is daily improving, and its sphere

Blunt’s book on the Arabi rebellion would be a

minent men changed from Arabi to his High- 
ness Tewfik Pasha, as their interests dictated, 
is extremely illuminating. In most cases in 
, the world’s history ardent patriots have sacri- 
ficed all for love of their country, and lived and 
died in poverty. In Egypt many of these 
patriots who started life as poor men are 
already rich. 

One of the latest and perhaps the most 
dangerous, in its possible consequences to 
Egypt, of the cries of the Nationalist party ia 
, the demand for the exclusion of the Syrians. 
, This agitation is the more dangerous as its 
main-spring is jealousy ; the Syrian is a very 
cultivated and useful member of society, and 
owing to his capacity for work and knowledge 
ot langaages he occupies many of the minor 
Government posts, the Nationalist contends, 
' to the exclusion of the Egyptian ; they do not 
consider that the Syrian is more useful, and 
that usefulness is the primary consideration in 
engaging a Government official, and that the 
best way to turn the Syrian ont is to qualify 
themselves to fill the same posts equally well. 

This cry has, however, aroused all the 
deepest feelings of hatred which the Egyptian 
seems always to have cherished, in a greater 
or lesser degree, against the Syrian.

“WINSTON CHURCHILL'S VISIT. 


(Prom our ow CoRRESPONDENT). 


Nicosia, Oc 10, 

The event of the moment is the visit to the 
Island of Mr Winston Churchill. Heisthe first 
high Colonial Office official and prominent 
member of the British Government to visit 
Cyprus during term of office,and the Cypriot 

are consequently worked up into a 

state of considerable excitement. The local 
papers are, and for some tine past have been, 
filled with leading articles, open letters and 
correspondence and so forth, discussing the 
political meaning of and the probable resulta 
that will flow from his visit. Parochial politics 
have a habit of assuming an intensity out of 
all proportion to theirreal importance. Infinites 
imally small as the questions may 
which inflame and engross the minds of local 
politicians when compared with the world- 
wide interests which have to be considered by 
Imperial statesmen, yet these questions are 
often of vital importance to the welfare of those 
whom they directly concern. Cypras has her 
needs, real and imaginary, and doubtless Mr. 
Chorchill will hear a good deal of both daring 
his short stay. His time will be very tully 
occupied. He arrived on board H.M.S. “Venus” 
early yesterday morning at Fatagusta, where 
he was received by the High Commissioner, 
who liad proceeded there overnight. He 
received deputations from both the Turkish and 
Greek communities, and some differences arose 
between them on the question of 
Some disturbarice took place but, apparently, 
of no very serious consequence. A visit was 
paid to the extremely interesting old fortified 
town, so rich in mediwval and aro i 
interest and historical associations. The harboar 
works and newly constructed quay were also 
inspected, and the afternoon was occupied in 
the railway journey to Nicosia. Large crowds 
had collected at the Nicosia terminus. (Greek 
flags were flying in all directions, and almost 
every carriage and every individual native 
carried one. Hundreds of school children lined 
the approa :las to the station, and very pretty 
and effective they looked in the glow of the 
setting son ‘The blne and white of the waving 
flags fluttering in the breeze gave an animated 
touch to the whole scene, which, from an 
artistic point of view, made amends for the 
conspicnous absence of the Union Jack. A 
dinner party was given last night at Govern- 
ment House to which were invited, besides a 
few English officials add their ladies, the 
elected members of the Legislative Council and 
other notables of the native commanities. This 
afternoon an “At Home” was given at the 
honse of Mrs. Clauson, wife of the Chief

The 
heavy liquidation on the New York stock 
exchange is largely responsible for this state of 
things, and markets have been almost entirely 
under this adverse influence. The tightening of 
the money position in the States has caused 
the banks to exercise greater discrimination in 
the matter of loans, and their attitude in 
refusing to accept industrial stocks as security 
caused the latter to be thrown on the market 
in large blocks. Prices in consequence slumped 
to very low levels, in fact in two or three cases 
the quotations in Wall Street yesterday morning 
were the lowest registered for some years. 

The tone here during the early part of 
yesterday was extremely weak, but towards 
the close a rather more confident feeling 
prevailed.

The tone in this market is wonderfully 
steady, considering the fact that the “carry- 
over” disclosed heavy differences in certain 
speculative stocks which would have to be 
met, and which, as is usually the case, gave 
rise to apprehensions of possible trouble. When 
financial conditions improve a substantial 
recovery in Egyptian stocks may be expected. 


Mining. 

The opening of a newaccount synchronised 
with an improvement in the tone of South 
Africans, and on Tuesday, the list throughout 
showed an all-round advance. The upward 
movement was checked on Wednesday, bot 
yesterday the market received another fillip 
from the publication of the gold output for 
September. Although this showed a decrease 
on the previous month, owing to the difference 
of a day in the lengths ofthe respective months, 
the total of 538,034 ounces was only 16,993 
less than for August. The increased profits 
shown by a large proportion of the individual 
companies is a very pleasing feature of the 
return, and cause for satisfaction is also to 
be found in the increase of available native 
labour.
